The scheme for establishing a CixcuLaTING LiBRARY 


in MaxchEsTER, has met with such approbation and en- 


couragement from the public, that it is now become an ob- 
ject of considerable importance, A numerous and valu- 
able Collection of Books, agreeable to the following Cata- 
logue, has already been purchased: in the choice of which 
a constant attention has been paid to the different tastes 
of readers, and the utmost care has been taken to fix upon 
zuch as would be generally agreeable and useful; and the 
number of Subscribers is so greatly increased, since the 
commencement of the Society in the year 1766, that it is 
hoped they will not only have an opportunity of procuring 
every modern publication, which is worthy of notice, but 
will, in time, be able to enrich their collection, with the 
most valuable productions in the ExcL1sn language. 


To complete this design, it is, however, necessary that 
the strictest regard Should be ponies to the established Rules 
of this Society. 


Some inconveniences having arisen from the want of 
regularity in the payment of the annual Subscriptions, 
those Subscribers who are in arrears, are therefore re- 
quested to send in their Subscriptions immediately, and to 


remember, that it is a Law of the Society, That every 


Subscriber shall pay his annual Subscription at Mid- 
«© SUMMER, one year before the same is due, and that no 
“Subscriber shall have another book out of the Library, 
* after the first of Janvaxy, till he has paid up his Sub- 
e scription to the 24th of Juns 
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It is a frequent complaint among the Subscribers, that 
they find it difficult to get a new book from the Library; 
but it ought to be considered, that this is a disadvantage, 
from which a public Library cannot possibly be entirely 
free; those books for which there is a great demand, must 
have some time to circulate through a multitude of hands, 


This disadvantage, however, might, in part, be removed, 
if the Subscribers would be careful to return every book 
to the Library, within the number of days marked upon 
the cover, or sooner, if they have finished the perusal of it; 
this would quicken the circulation of the books, and enable 
the Librarian to inform any of the Subscribers, when they 
may expect to find a book in the Library, and to deliver it 
out to them, in the order in which they apply for it. 


The more effectually to prevent inconveniencies, occa- 
sioned by keeping books beyond the proper time, the Li- 
brarian has received an order from the Committee, strictly 
to observe the Law which requires © That every person 
% who keeps a book longer than the time marked upon it, 
“shall forfeit for such neglect; and to allow no person 
% who has forfeited, to have a book from the Library, till 
* the forfeit be paid; and it is hoped the Subscribers 
will pay a proper attention to this Law, which is of 80 
much importance to this Society. 


There are several other particulars, which require a 
careful observance in the Subscribers; such as preserving 
the covers on the books, keeping the books clean and in 
their own possession, a careful perusal of maps, plates, &c., 
and folding them up again in their original foldings; in all 
which, with whatever elsg may contribute to the good of 
the Institution, it is hoped every Subscriber, considering 
himself as a Proprietor, will think it his interest to ac- 
quiesce.
